riously. Still, 8t doteois are serious  As regards
range, aocuracy of aim, aud penetrating po wer,
it lenves o grent deal to be deshred, It shoots
steaicht cnpoueh op to three hundred metrea, but
dechings abuve that ranee up to six hondrea
meteeg, bevond which dwstance she does not
earry. At thul raosge even lmproved bullets
will full at the foot of the target, whilst the
munkets of other Enropean armies snoot hard
at one ihousund and even twelve huandrod
metreg, It & owing to this—and not, as Dr.
Ruseell sayve 1 one of hig letters to the London
Times, Its small dize—that the bullet “skims by
# bone” where s Prench or Boghsh bullet would
break it

M. Raymond useribes thie defect to the imper
feo clogine of the beeceh, which AT i great
esonpe ot gus, nod to the exwut of the windage.

M, Ruymond theu proceeds to ehow what has

been done i Frapee with reference to beeech-
londers, Among the various wenpons which
he mentions, two are worthy of nouee, The

fivst is the rille adopted by the Cent Gardes us
enrly w8 166d—a  besutiful  wenpon, wvery
Meht wond handy—which shools very siraight,
and carries twelve huvdred metres: the hallet
i« small, the whole carindge welehing ouly
twelve grammes; the charge is exploded by u
brass pio, ditven laterally througa the coppoer
socketbaled wich |I.i1u11I|IlIllI..‘j‘() waer; this socket
clores the eartridge, Th & musket was invented
by Colonel Treilie de Beaubew. It 1w almost
pertect us o weapon, but has one tatal fault—it
18 1ir too vostly and delieste to #tund the rough
neuge of H uempaign.

The breech toader, however, whick appenrs to
have found favor with the French Govervment
is. one invented by M, Chuszcpot, whicn hus
been on trial ot intervals 1or the lust ten vears,
It has, 58 M, Raymond sayvs, emerged Irom the
hmbo ol committees und commitiecroomes: the
buttalion of Foot Chisseurs of the lmperial
Guard, now ab the cump of Chulons, having,
Binee iks nmyval there, been provided with
M. Raymoad eives the lollowing acconnt ol the
Fepsdts obinined l!_'u this -1l-:l.pmi.']-l\'lli.bhl': that
the musket was fired, not by pleked men, bt
by privates taken ot random from the ranks:

“AB regards the rapidity of fire, wiich appears
nowndass to be the principsl desvleratum, w
man with « lot o1 loose cortmdees neside him
can five the Chassepotl musket twelve times 1
one minute: but that rate the most skuful and
robust goldier cannot keep up neyond aboat
thiriy rounds; past that the bre perceptibly
slackens, The same thivg oocurs with the
Prussivn neetlegun  after the twenty-fitih
round, Thegcause 13 purely physical, €, e, the
fatigue of the mun, whose lett arm has olten to
support ungided the whole welsht of the wei-
pon, If, instead of buving loese eartridees by
the soldier’s side, he bas 10 take them ont or
i poneh, e rate ol iring declines to six rounds
per nunite; but 1t averiges seven or elght rounds
per minute il the man is allowed 10 take s
curtrivecs from the tght-hand pocket ot his
tiougers, The aceuraey of the wenpon has hoen
wecertained by muking the mon fire ab tareets
two metres high by two o breadth, st o rmnge
ol tive hundred metres, wilng a rest tor the
riflte. At thit range o grent many men thiog o
hundred rounds 1odged a bundred bullets 1o the
target (or, 88 we should say, there were very
tew wide ones). The pombtblunk roopge of the
Chassepot musket is fixed at five hundred
metres, the extreme range exceeds one thoy-
sund metres, and the weapon requires no clean-
ing before two hundred and fitty rounds have
been tired, One thonsand and twelve hundred
shots have been tiyod with the same musket
without it8 sustuining noy damage. Tone Chasye.

pot musket may, therelore, sustaln very
ndyantageously a competinion  with  the
needlesun [ts superiotity  arises ohiedy

from the more pertect closing of the breact,
which s complete, whilst it is very defective o
tne aundnadeigeechr,  All the gases daveloped
by the ignitton of the charge are utilized to
piopel the bullet, whica adds to its range nud
penetrating power, whilst the pertect combus

tion of the powder paturally obviates the ne
cessily of frequent cleanings, which the Prussiun
weapon cnunot do without,  Croaskers will

lament that such a long time should bave
elupeed betore 18 merits were recogmzed, bat it
must be ncknowledged that the results arrived
at are importwnt.  Let us add—but this i the
dark gloe of the pleture—that il the Chassepot
rifle were noopted us the regulution muskel tor
the Inmuntry (which meswns two million of
muskets), it woilld be requisite to aoply for a
eredit of 100,000,000f, to manufscture them
(220,000,000)."

THE AUSTRIANE AND THE NEEDLEGUN,

M. Raymond then speaks of the gun in use in
the Austrian service—a muzzle losaer on o new
principle, that of M. Lorenz, which, both as
regards ranee and precisiou, he thinks may com-
pare advantageougly with sny other wrm on the
system; but that system is condemned.

BRUECH-LOADERY 1IN ENGLAND,

At the Wimbledom rifle meeting in England,
last month, severnt vurietios ot breech-loaders
were tested, The results ure summed up by the
Maturday Keview aa {ollows:—

“The best performances o the trial for acen-
racy were thoge of the Westley Richards und toe
Spencer at two hundrad, and 1he Berdan at tive
hundred yards.  The greatestspeed was ootained
with the Hemipgton carbive, from which one
compeilor getually got vut titty.one bulleis in
three minutes.  Bot this was only doue by
shooting so wildly a4s not only to throw the
wnjority of the balls off the target, but ro send
6 lnir proportion of them quite away from the
buts on to the rouning deer mantelets, and, In
sbod, all over the country, Bven when tired
slowly at the short runge of two hundied yards,
the wenpon was defleient in sceuracy snd torce,
and would newd mwuch lmprovement before it
could be seriously vhouzhit of ns a soldier’s arm,
We nre pot sure that Brown Bess would not be
more true, and it would he beyond gl comwpurison
a stionger shooting gun. i A

“In rapldity, the Westley Richards was gene-
rally fred at the rate of about twenty shots in
three minutes (fagter, no doubt, than the Pras-
#inn gun), and 118 accuracy at this rate was

very creditable, it best score in the records we
have yet seen belue sixtytwo markes in three
minutes, which wae more than the Remington,
with all ite rapidity, could senleve, But the
sreatest iriemphs in aocuracy and rapidity com-
sined were won with the Spencer rifle, Itashoot-
ing seeme ab least us good as that of the Westley
Richarde, and its pace 18 better, On one ocon-
slon it seored peventy-nme in thirty ahots, and
on mnother clgbly-two in thirty-three ehots
within the allotted time, and o*her scores were
made Hetle inferfor to this, But the Spencer
18 at present shut out of the tield by o defoot
lra(-('u\':le to the same arrangement to which iis
rapidity = due. Unllke any other wespons
neaiost which it competed, the Bpencer tikes in
seven charges at once, which lie in n hollow in
the butt, and are deposited in turn in the cham-
ber by a very rapid action, Unlortunately,
however, the cartridges are apt to jam, and
severnl competilors were stopped b the middie
of agood score by finding that the mechani=m
relueed to act, Whether this tatal difficalty cun
be got over 8 one of the questions to be solved
boetore Lhe monel breech loador 1= founds but it
is dhificult to believe that the nle'mate pattern
will not oe a gun loaded, like the Spencer, with
several enrridges at once,

“Besrdes those we have mentioned, a great
variety of rifles were tried, with ditfersnt degrees
of success, The new Henry brecchdonder—we
believe an Amenrican fnvemion—and the Berdan,
the converted Enfieid, made good work: and
there were Greens nnd Craig's, and many others,
buth old and new, none ol which, however,
came quite Lo the front, The shooting, too, wWie
principally at two hundred yards, a dstance
which tests vhe stendiness of the shooter mueh
more than the aceoracy of the nfle.”

A prize of two bundred and ity dollars,
offered by the propriciors o1 the Sa'wrday
Repww, wus won with an Enfield rifie *'con-

verted” on the plan ot Colonvl Berdan, the dis.
tance being ve hundred yards,
AMERICAN EXPERIMENTE,

The Board ol Army Officers which recontily
met m Wakhiugton to test sixty-tive different
guns, fled its report to June, but the ! document
18 (not yet published, We are enabled, how-
ever, to give the marerinl resulis of the experi-
ments,

Gencersl Hancock presided over the Board,
The members were General Buchanan, of the
infantry service; Genersl Gniling ol the artil-
lery; Generadl Hagoner and Colonel Benton, of
the ordndnce; Colonel Owens, ol the cavalry:
Colonel Comiogs, recovder. Alter reveated
trinls or all the gons submitted j1or Inspection,
the Board recommended for adoption the ljllul
ot converting mugzle-londers into brecch-loaders,
invented by Colonel Berdang and aldo recom-
mended tne same plan for all the uew muskeots
berenfter to be wnde.

The Berasn musket wasg  fired from the
ghoulder, betore the members of the Board, one
hundred times In tive and o ball minutes—the
tirst twenty rounds in one minute. It had pre-
viously been tired three hundred times for the
purpose ol “fouling” 1t; had then been rusted
o salt aod water, and aftterwards rolled in filne

sand; und, toeally, was subjected to proof
charges with the sedimoent of tour bondred
charges In it—buit came out i peclect condi-

tlon, sud was agndn tred with salety. This ax.
tenordinary result 1= probably without 8 parallel
in the history of small arms, A correspondent,
alluding to the Wimbledon frinl, remurks that
1t musl be very grattying to the Bourd to
kuow that an Enteld musact allered on the
same plin won the prize in Eogland,”

The raputity of five of this armis more than
double that of the twmous “needie-gun” ot the
Prussiang, The cost of conversion does not
exceed two dollars tor each musket. Another
American invention, theretore, is to be placed
by the ¢ide of the monitors, now attracting the
notice of Europe, as the best of its kind in vee.

T he maguzine gun is not considered so effective
A wedpon as the improved breechi-londer, nor
hus it been able w enduare the repeated dis-
chnreges to which the Army Board subjecied the
urms submitted for trial.
